A national survey just 
completed 
by the Scripps-Howard 
newspapers 
indicate that Herbert Hoover is cer­ 
tain to be renominated; that the nam­ 
ing of some other man 
would 
be 
much more satisfactory to many Re­ 
publicans; that there is little pros­ 
pect for Hoover’s re-election. There 
are 
now 
25 
newspapers 
in 
the 
Scripps-Howard chain, among them 
the New York World-Telegram. 
In 
1928 the newspapers supported Hoo- 
er; now they are vigorously opposing 
him. 
The renomination of Hoover is cer­ 
tain, the survey shows, because 
he 
controls, through patronage, enough 
delegates to go into the convention 
with a majority. 
There is also 
an 
element in the party which clings to 
the idea that a first-term President; common with corn belt Republicans, 
must be renominated. 
But there is strong opposition 
to 
Hoover within his own organization. 
This opposition • is disgusted 
with 
Hoover and his blundering 
and 
is 
favorable 
to 
the 
nomination 
of 
Dwight Morrow, of New Jersey, re­ 
cently elected to the Senate, or Cal­ 
vin Coolidge. 
An Eastern man, said 
to have raised much money for the 
Republican war chest in past years, 
it quoted as having made the state­ 
ment that the nomination could 
be 
taken away from Hoover ‘if we had a 
million dollars to make the fight”. 
Despite party antagonism to
